For 17 years until his retirement in 
1955, Dr. Bush served as president of 
the Carnegie Institution. He is now 
chairman of the board of Merck and 
Company.

Electronic Computers 
Retrieve Legal Data 

A major development in the automa- 
tion of legal research, which will cut 
to a minimum the delay and drudgery 
often encountered in research on 
merger and monopoly cases arising 
under the Anti-Trust Laws, appears to 
be emerging in a pilot project now 
being conducted by the University’s 
National^ LawCenter and the Datatrol 
Corporation. 

John Lyons of the Law Center is 
engaged in determining an optimum 
vocabulary to be used in the informa- 
tion retrieval processes which are per- 
formed at great speed by electronic 
computers. 

Completion of the pilot project is 
estimated for mid-February. At that 
time, the results will be submitted to 
the Justice Department Anti-Trust 
Library for an appraisal of the process, 
based on the limited number of facts 
“fed” into the machine during the 
experiment. 



Feldman Finishes Court Career at GW 


Having completed its regular season 
with an 8-14 record (two victories more 
than last year), GW’s basketball team 
had its collective fingers crossed as 
these lines were written on the eve of 
the Southern Conference tournament. 
Last year the Colonial five went to 
Richmond with a 6-16 mark, only to 
amaze everyone by sweeping three 
games to win the championship. 

This season, the Colonials’ conference 
record was 6-7, good enough for the 
fourth seeded spot. They meet Davidson 
in the tournament opener and, if suc- 
cessful, West Virginia in the semifinal 
(barring a totally unexpected defeat of 
the latter at the hands of The Citadel). 
Davidson was a 95-77 victim of GW at 
Fort Myer in January, but West Vir- 
ginia trounced Coach Reinhart’s team 
in both ends of their home-and-home 
series. 

As the regular season closed Jon 
Feldman, who graduates this year, 
emerged as top scorer with a 21.9 
average. Joe Adamitis, 6-7 sophomore 
center, was next with a 14.8 mark while 
Mickey Checkan, a transfer who be- 
came eligible in February, shot at a 
13.4 pace. 

The real talk of GW court followers 
has been the freshman team which 
ended its season with a 14-1 record. 
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Only Bainbridge Prep was able to de- 
feat the Baby Colonials. Coach George 
Klein’s youngsters received wide ac- 
claim after beating Georgetown’s frosh, 
111-110, in four overtime periods.

A grant of $57,000 from the Ford 
Foundation to the University was 
allocated in January to support a two- 
year study of the Area Redevelopment 
Administration and its program of aid 
to depressed areas. 

The study, directed by Dr. Sar A. 
Levitan under a research appointment 
at GW, will examine the extent to 
which the Act has been successful in 
channeling industry to depressed areas 
and in stimulating economic activity in 
those areas. 

$2,500 Research Grant 

A grant of $2,500 from the American 
Machine and Foundry Company to the 
University is being used for research in 
a new method of measuring blood flow.

Ferris, Assistant Professor of Electrical 
Engineering, involves the relatively new 
technique of “magnetic resonance, 
which it is believed will provide a more 
accurate measurement of blood flow ;

These four-year 
scholarships are now offered to grad- 
uates of public, private, and parochial 
schools in the District of Columbia, 
nearby Maryland, and Virginia. Pre- 
viously they have been offered only to 
graduates of public schools.

Building Dedicated 

Dedication of a completely renovated 
building which will provide quarters 
for the rapidly expanding graduate 
program in Hospital Administration 
was held in December.

The hospital administration program 
began in 1959. Today, 40 full-time and 
16 half-time graduate students are en- 
rolled for the first year, the academic 
part of the program, and 32 are com- 
pleting the second year as residents in 
hospitals throughout the United States 
and Canada.
